During  many 
yoirs  he  held  much  communication  with  Dr.  Clarke, 
b-Hh  by  letter  and  in  person;  and  he  deliberately  stated, 
that  “  never  had  he  witnessed  such  uniform  and 
succopslul  exertions”  ns  those  which  the  public  received 
from  the  hands  of  Dr.  Clarke  in  bringing  out  this  work; 
even  the  very  printing  exhibiting,  he  said,  “  the  joint 
qualities  of  beauty  and  compression,  in  a  manner  little 
known  to  modern  typigraphy.”  When  Dr.  Clarke 
first  accepted  the  appointment,  and  was  induced  todraw 
lourieeil  days,*  upim  ■mi^niidb'>tdirTaxvnt’'rVCWt'uir’WuTl 
which  till  that  moment  he  was  unacquainted,  he  said 
mentally,  “  for  the  honour  of  God,  and  for  the  credit  of 
my  people,  I  will  put  my  shoulder  to  the  wheel,  deeply 
stuck  in  the  mud,  and  endeavour  to  raise  if,  if  I  can.” 
And  raise  it  he  did,  and  kept  it  moving  steadily  for  ten 
years;  till  in  1819,  after  twice  refusing  to  receive  his 
resignation,  they  at  length,  on  his  third  application, 
arcepted  it,  after  the  chief  of  the  labour  was  over;  and

THE  ORDER  OF  DEACONS. 


The  Church,  addressing  her  members  in  the  preface 
to  the  Ordination  Services,  states  that  “  it  is  evident 
unto  all  men,  diligently  reading  Holy  Scriptures  and 
ancient  authors,  that  from  the  Apostles’  time,  there 
have  been  these  orders  of  ministers  in  Christ’s  Church 
— Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons.”* 

But  the  practice  of  the  Church  seems  to  discounte¬ 
nance  the  idea  that  deacons  constitute  a  standing,  dis¬ 
tinct  order  in  the  ministry.  The  ordination  of  a  dea¬ 
con  appears  to  be  considered  as  a  passport,  or  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  priesthood.  All  who  are  thus  ordained,  calcu¬ 
late  upon  ik'ing  advanced,  after  a  short  additional  slate 
of  probation.

PROMOTION  OF  REtlOION  IN  THE  WEST. 

Mr.  Editor  : — It  is  the  concurring  testimony  of  all 
the  accounts  which  we  rtceive  from  the  West,  that  a 
wider  sphere  of  usefulness  is  opened  for  the  Church 
in  that  part  of  our  country,  than  for  Christians  of  any 
other  denomination.  In  proof  of  this,  I  may  refer  to 
tiie  interesting  staiemenl  recently  made  by  Bishop 
Otby,  at  the  Missionary  meeting  in  St.  James’  Church, 
and  to  the  facts  which  Mr.  Batchclder,  who  is  now 
with  us,  adduces  in  corroboration  of  that  opinion,  so 
far,  at  least,  as  relates  to  Illinoia  It  is,  moreover, 
amply  confirmed  by  the  signal  success  which  has 
crowned  every  effort  that  has  been  made  to  plant  the 
Church  in  that  portion  of  our  country.  Wherever  she 
appears,  the  mists  of  prejudice  and  ignorance  melt 
away  beneath  the  mild  and  steady  influence  of  truth, 
and  by  many  of  the  well-informed  and  reflecting,  she 
is  hailed  as  a  refuge  from  the  endless  variety  of  schism, 
and  from  the  fanaticism,  infidelity  and  irreligion, 
which  overspread  and  distract  the  land.  Episcopa¬ 
lians,  according  to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Batchelder, 
are  scattered  over  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  no  incon¬ 
siderable  number,  but  in  very  few  places  are  they 
sufficiently  congregated  to  be  able  to  unite  in  the 
erection  of  Churches;  and  without  convenient  places 
for  public  worship,  it  is  vain  to  hope  for  any  considera¬ 
ble  increase  of  our  communion.  Will  not  circum¬ 
stances  such  as  these  prevail  with  Episcopalians  who 
are  living  in  the  enjoyment  of  wealth,  and  of  every 
privilege  whicU  God  can  give,  and  which  He  has 
given  for  that  very  purpose, — to  exert  themselves  in 
making  known  to  others  the  excellence  of  the  Church 
which  they  profess  to  love  1  They  may  do  so  now,  in 
the  full  assurance  that  the  seed  which  they  sow,  will 
spring  up  and  bear  fruit  abundantly.  The  vantage 
ground  which  is  now  open  to  them,  will  not  long  re¬ 
main  unoccupied.  Infidelity  and  irreligion  will  suc¬ 
ceed  in  establishing  their  baleful  dominion  ;  or  “  false 
doctrine,  heresy,  and  schism,”  will  extend  and  per¬ 
petuate  their  blighting  and  pernicious  influences. 
Under  the  Divine  blessing,  we  can  do  much  for  the 
prevention  of  such  a  state  of  things.  I^et  our  mis 
sionaries  go  forth  with  the  Bible  in  one  hand,  and  the 
Prayer-b(X)k  in  the  other,  and  we  may  enjoy  the  de¬

ARE  LOTTERIES  AN  INJURY  TO  THE  COMMUNITY] 


The  past  history  of  lotteries  furnishes  much  impor¬ 
tant  matter,  touching  upon  the  theory,  as  well  as  prac¬ 
tical  tendency,  of  the  lottery  system.  So  far  from 
originating  in  this  country,  they  have  existed  ever 
since  the  days  of  Greece  anil  Rome,  and  like  numer¬ 
ous  other  methods,  employed  by  the  money-making 
men  of  the  world  they  involve  many  radical  defects 
and  injurious  consequences.  -  Such  has  been  the  expe¬ 
rience  of  England,  and  such  we  venture  to  say  will 
be  found  to  be  the  uniform  attestation  of  all  compre¬ 
hensive  and  sound-minded  politicians.  For  the  truth 
of  this  remark,  we  would  appeal  to  the  testimony  of 
the  British  House  of  Commons,  which,  in  our  view, 
speaks  volumes  on  this  subject.  Some  of  England’s 
ablest  legislators,  among  whom  stands  the  name  ofthe 
lamented  Wilberforce,  who  will  long  be  remembered 
b  .’  I  ho  world  as  one  of  its  noblest  champions  in  the 
cause  of  national  prosperity,  w'ere  employed  in  the 
discussion  of  the  lottery  bill.  These  men,  ever 
watchtul  over  the  interests  of  their  country,  had  no 
sooner  seen  tho  evils  connected  with  this  system,  de¬ 
veloping  themselves  in  the  prostrate  morality  of  the 
lower  ranks  of  society,  in  the  derangement  of  that  or¬ 
der  which  ought  to  prevail  in  every  department  of  na- 


greater  honour,  the  crown  of  martydom,  was  obtained 
and  enjoyed.  This  was,  indeed,  “  a  good  degree.” 

When  a  priest  is  now  ordained,  it  is  not,  or  should 
not  be  expected,  that  he  is  to  become^  bishop ;  nor 
should  every  deacon  calculate  upon  being  a  priest. — 
Some  priests  are  elected  and  consecrated  bishops,  and 
when  the  bishops  and  standing  committees  judge  it 
proper,  deacons  may  be  ordained  priests. 

At  first,  there  was  no  introductory  grade  necessary, 
and  one  ordination  sufficed  for  the  superior  orders. — 
But  as  there  is  greater  danger  now  of  receiving  im¬ 
proper  persons  into  the  ministry,  the  ecclesiastical 
regulation  requiring  that  they  should  be  cautiously  led 
on  from  one  step  to  another,  is  prudent  and  highly 
proper;  nor  does  the  policy  in  the  least  affect  the  dis¬ 
criminative  features  of  the  Church.  For  the  higher 
order,  selections  ore  made,  not  from  the  laity,  but  from 
the  coniiguous  rank.  The  laity  have  their  appropriate 
and  important  duties  to  perform  for  the  temporal  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  their  fellow  mortals,  and  under 
the  influence  of  the  truth  ns  it  is  in  Jesus,  will  not, 
cannot  be  inactive.  The  deacons  have  an  elevated 
station,  and  have  much  responsibility  resting  upon 
them;  priests,  still  higher,  have  more;  and  bishops, 
more  advanced  than  either,  have  most.  All  have 


That  they  are  doing  so,  1  infer  from  the  promptitude 
with  which  they  responded  to  the  call  of  Bishop  Oley 
at  the  meeting  above  referred  to,  and  from  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  “  The  Bishop  White  Prayer-book  Society,”  to 
which  it  may  be  said  to  have  given  rise.  The  reso¬ 
lution  offered  on  that  occasion  by  Bishop  Doane,  “  That 
the  free  circulation  of  the  Prayer-book  is  one  of  the 
principal  means  of  promoting  the  cause  of  religion 
and  the  Church ;  and  that  the  destitution  of  many  parts 
of  our  Atlantic  States,  and  the  rising  Dioceses  of  the 
West,  constitute  an  appeal  which  should  awaken  the

Education  Societies. — In  the  last  report  of  the  “  So¬ 
ciety  for  educating  pious  young  men  for  the  ministry 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,”  it  is  stated  that 
no  other  Society  of  a  similar  character  existed  in  the 
Church  for  ten  years  after  its  formation.  “This,” 
says  a  correspondent  of  the  Churchman,  “happens  to 
be  a  mistake,  unless  the  above-mentioned  Society  com¬ 
menced  operations  prior  to  the  year  1802.  In  that 
year  ‘the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  promo- 
uf  rcii^iuii  aim  learning  in  ifie  iSiute  of  New- 
York’  was  instituted,  and  endowed  by  the  characteris¬ 
tic  munificence  of  the  corporation  of  Trinity  Church 
in  this  city.”  The  aid  “of  pious  but  indigent  youth” 
in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry,  has  been  an  object 
to  which,  it  is  stated,  “a  very  considerable  amount  of 
funds  has  been  annually  appropriated.”  It  is  more- 
overstated,  that  the  proceedings  of  this  Society  “  have 
not  been  blazoned  in  annual  reports,”  which  means, 
we  suppose,  that  no  annual  reports  of  its  proceedings 
have  been  published.  Had  they  been  thus  made  pub¬ 
lic,  we  can  scarcely  suppose  that  we  should  now  have 
heard  of  them  for  the  first  time,  or  that  the  managers 
of  the  Education  Society  above-mentioned  would  have 
been  ignorant  of  their  existence.  They  did,  we  know, 
suppose  that  their  Society  “laboured  for  ten  years 
alone”  in  the  cause  for  which  it  was  instituted,  and  refer 
to  its  past  proceedings  and  success  ns  demanding  grati¬ 
tude,  and  affording  ground  for  encouragement.  That 
they  considered  themselves,  or  the  Society  with  which 
they  were  connected,  “  entitled”  to  peculiar  “  honour” 
on  this  account,  cannot  without  great  injustice  be  in¬ 
ferred  from  the  language  or  spirit  of  their  report.

Masses  for  the  dead.— We  copy  below  the  remarl« 
of  the  Catholic  Herald  upon  an  article  m  our  paper  ot 
February  I5th.  We  do  not  perceivelhat  they  disprove 
our  assertion  with  respect  to  masses  for  the  dead  as  a 
general  rule,  or  at  least  an  established  custom,  the 
cases  adduced  appearing  to  be  exceptions.  The  amount 
given,  and  (we  suppose  we  may  add)  required,  is  said 
to  be  only  “  a  trifling  gratuity.”  We  did  not  suppose 
the  sum  for  a  single  mass  to  be  great,  nor  was  it  our 
purpose  to  reproach  Roman  Catholic  Priests  as  merce¬ 
nary  in  requiring  its  payment.  What  we  had  in  view 
was  the  inconsistency  of  confining  the  means  which 
are  suppiosed  among  Roman  Catholics  to  be  capable  of 
“relieving  souls  in  purgatory,”  to  those  who  are  able 
to  pay  for  them.  The  question  with  respect  to  prayers 
from  Protestant  clergymen  for  deceased  persons,  will 
appear  strange  to  Protestants,  none  of  whom  allow  the 
lawfulness  or  efficacy  of  such  prayers.  We  have  ne¬ 
ver  known  an  instance  of  such  a  prayer  being  offered 
by  a  Protestant  clergyman,  nor  have  we  ever  heard 
of  a  Protestant  clergyman  “  requiring  or  receiving” 
compensation  for  offering  a  prayer  of  any  kind. 

‘The  Recorder  .will  permit  us  to  assure  him,  that  he 
is  wrong  in  supposing  that  there  is  no  difference  of 
opinion,  “with  respect  to  the  fact  that  masses  for  the 
benefit  of  souls  supposed  to  be  in  Purgatory,  must  in 
all  cases,  be  paid  for."  Every  Priest  may,  when  he 
pleases,  and  often  does,  actually  say  mass  for  deceased 
persons,  without  receiving  any  pecuniary  remunera¬ 
tion.  Nay,  there  are  thousands  of  Catholic  clergy¬ 
men,  including  the  majority  of  the  Jesuits,  who  are 
bound,  by  the  rules  of  their  respective  Institutes,  to 
celebrate  mass,  and  perform  the  other  functions  of  the 
ministry,  gratis.  As  for  the  prayers  of  the  Church, 
for  a  deceased  relative,  any  individual  that  wishes  it 
may  have  them,  and  no  compensation  is  required. 

‘  If  it  be  admitted  that  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire,  the  Recorder,  we  should  think,  will  hardly  ven¬ 
ture  to  censure  a  custom  which  establishes  the  trifling 
gratuity  which  is  usually  given  for  a  service  that  can 
be  celebrated  only  once  in  the  day,  and  requires  about 
an  hour  to  perform.  “  If  an  individual  wishes  the

Last,  but  not  least,  it  would  seem  that  religion,  and 
morals,  and  education,  are  not  neglected  by  the  good 
citizens  of  Chicago.  For  we  see  in  the  same  paper 
from  which  we  gather  the  facts  above  stated,  the 
“Chicago  Temperance  Society,”  advertised  to  meet 
in  the  “  Presbyterian  Meeting  House,”  and  a  meeting 
of  the  “  Citizens  of  School  District,  No.  2,  requested 
in  the  Baptist  Meeting  House.”  Such  being  the  case, 
we  heartily  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  Chicago,  and 
hope  it  may  long  continue. — St.  Louis  Obs.

Melancholy  Accident. — The  steamboat  William 
Penn,  of  the  Baltimore  line,  took  fire  on  Tuesday  af¬ 
ternoon  last,  on  her  way  from  New-Castle.  The 
flames  spread  so  rapidly  that  it  was  found  necessary 
in  a  few  minutes  after  they  broke  out  to  run  her  on 
1  shore,  about  three  miles  below  the  city,  where  the  wa¬ 
ter  being  shoal,  most  of  the  persons  on  board  escaped 
to  the  shore.  Not  all  however  were  thus  providentially 
favoured.  The  Rev.  John  Mitchelmore,  (of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church,)  from  Lewistown,  Mr.  J.  S.  Porter 
of  this  city,  Mr.  Walter  A.  Buckley,  of  Hartford, 
Conn,  and  a  female  whose  name  is  unknown,  threw 
themselves  over  aft  of  the  wheel-house,  where  the 
water  being  deeper,  they  were  drowned.  How  sudden 
and  unexpected  a  removal  into  eternity  ! 

The  sensation  produced  by  this  distressing  event  has 
‘  been  the  deeper  in  this  city  from  the  fact  that  no  acci¬ 
dent,  attended  with  loss  of  life,  has  occurred  to  any 
steamboats  on  the  Delaware,  since  the  introduction 
of  steam  navigation.  It  was  especially  unexpected  in 
’  the  case  of  the  William  Penn,  one  of  the  best  built  and 
most  beautiful  steam  vessels  on  our  waters.  The  fire 
is  thought  to  have  been  occasioned  by  a  defect  in  the 
•  construction  of  the  furnace.

'I'he  following  letter  from 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Kruse,  addressed  to  the  Committee  in 
Malta,  will  be  perused  with  interest, 

Cairo : — 

“  Although  several  years  since  many  sacred  Scrip¬ 
tures  have  been  diffused  in  Egypt,  aad  though  the 
brethren,  Lieder  and  Muller,  have  in  all  directions 
provided  the  Christians  with  the  word  of  God,  yet 
there  seems  to  rise  a  new  and  increased  desire  for  it 
among  the  people  the  more  it  is  promulgated.” 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Leeves,  with  his  coadjutors  at  Corfu, 
has  proceeded  in  the  revision  of  the  Modern  Greek 
Bible,  according  to  the  last  accounts,  to  the  middle  of 
the  Prophet  Isaiah.  20(X)  extra  copies  of  the  Book  of 
Genesis  have  been  printed.  The  second  edition  of  the 
Psalter  has  likewise  been  completed  at  press. 

The  preparation  of  the  New  Testament  in  the  Tur- 
co-Greek  has  been  completed,  an^JUr.  Laeves  is  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  the  Old  Testament 
There  have  been  forwarded  to  Mr.  Leeves  the  fid- 
lowing  supplies:— -KHK)  Modern-Greek  Psalters,  1600 
Modern-Greek  Testaments,  and  his  distributions  have 
amounted  to  2294.  In  the  course  of  the  summer  Mr. 
Leeves  made  a  short  visit  to  Albania.  In  Arta,  con¬ 
taining  a  large  Greek  population,  Mr.  Leeves  met 
with  much  success.  He  writes — 

“Such  was  the  anxiety  of  the  people,  amongst 
whom  were  several  priests,  to  possess  these  books, 
which  few  of  them  had  seen  before,  and  which, ’from 
the  lowness  of  the  prices,  they  understood  could  only  be 
so  sold  from  disinterested  motives,  that  I  could  have  dis¬ 
posed  of  a  much  larger  quantity  of  New  Testauicnts 
than  1  had  with  me,” 

At  Yanina,  containing  a  population  of  15,000,  Mr. 
Leeves  could  only  atford  to  leave  small  supplies,  but 
he  observes — 

“  A  strong  desire  was,  howeveiv  shown  to  obtain 
supplies;  and  I  have  been  pleawo  t>  hear  that  the 
people  are  anxiously  looking  for  the  books  I  am  pre¬ 
paring  to  send  them.” 

Mr.  Barker  has  continued  his  superintendence  of  the 
dep6t3  both  at  Smyrna  and  Constantinople,  and 
there  have  been  forwarded  to  him  supplies  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  languages: — 

650  Servian  Testaments. 

500  Modern-Greek  Testaments. 

500  Ditto  Psalters. 

200  Hebrew  Bibles. 

100  English  ditto. 

And  there  have  been  issued  from  the  two  depdts  5316 
copies,  besides  2095  which  have  been  sent  toAdriano- 
ple,  Salonica,  Mount  Athos,  &,c.  At  Constantinople 
the  issues  have  been  principally  by  sale. 

Mr.  Barker  has  observed — 

“From  the  Ist  of  Sept,  1824,  when  I  settled  here, 
up  to  31st  Dec.  1832,  75,805  copies  of  the  Scriptures 
in  about  twenty-two  languages  have  gone  through  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Leeves  and  myself.” 

Mr.  Barker,  in  the  month  of  August,  quitted  Smyrna, 
on  a  visit  to  Servia. 

Proceeding  from  Salonica,  he  thus  describes  a  scene 
which  occurred  at  one  of  the  places  where  he  and  his 
travelling  companions  halted  for  the  night: — 

“  Our  Greek  companion  finding  that  we  took  to  our 
Bibles  as  soon  as  we  had  reposed  a  little,  began  to 
converse  on  the  Scriptures,  and  I  was  agreeably  sur¬ 
prised  to  find  him  so  well  versed  in  them.  He  could 
quote  passages  from  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
with  apparent  ease.  His  creed,  which  he  repeat^ 
to  me,  was  all  taken  from  the  New  Testament,  and  in 
substance  every  thing  was  in  it  necessary  to  salvation. 
I  was  pleased  when  he  told  me,  that  in  Greece  he 
knew  many  persons  who,  like  himself,  had  adopted 
the  New  Testament  as  their  spiritual  guide.  *  ^  * 

*  *  It  is  remarkable  that  I  should  have  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  learn,  at  an  obscure  Turkish  village  in  Mace¬ 
donia,  that  the  Scriptures  were  silently  teaching  men 
in  Greece  the  right  road  to  everlasting  life.” 

Arriving  at  Nissa,  he  disposed  of  a  few  of  his  Ser¬ 
vian  Testaments,  reserving  the  chief  part  of  his  sup¬ 
ply  for  Belgrade.  In  the  capital,  however,  he  was 
much  disappointed  by  the  difficaltiea  thrown  in  the 
way  of  the  circulation  of  the  Testament,  and  was 
[  obliged  to  quit  the  city,  having  dispowNl  of  a  very  few 
copies.  Returning  through  Nissa,  ha  was  moch  en¬ 
couraged,  and  raid  all  the  copies  he 'had  with  him, 
amountinnr  to  about  100.

Asylum  for  poor  Children  at  fjoclc,  Switzerland. — 
The  following  account  of  this  interesting  institution  is 
from  the  February  Number  of  the  Annals  of  Education, 
and  was  written  by  a  visiter : 

On  entering  one  of  the  buildings,  I  found  it  occupied 
by  boys  of  from  five  to  fifteeft  years  of  age.  A  part  of 
them  were  in  a  school-room  receiving  instruction,  and 
the  remainder  engaged  in  various  mechanical  employ¬ 
ments,  adapted  to  th^nr  aff©  >nd  strength.  In  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  building,  the  girls  were  divided  in  the  same 
manner,  a  pait  in  the  school-room,  and  the  remainder 
engaged  in  various  occupations.  In  the  whole  es¬ 
tablishment,  I  learned  that  there  were  220  pupils, 
most  of  whom  were  girls,  who  had  b^h  rescued  from 
|X)verty,  and  the  still  worse  degradation  of  corrupt  in- ! 
tercourse  and  education.  Order  and  neatness  per-  •
